‘Some Progress 


F any proof were needed to 
convinces that there fa -no 
short cut to resolving the 
disarmament problem tho 
current five-nation delibera- 
tions provide it. After 
sovoral weeks of restating 
viewpoints and puttiog 
forward “plans’, the UN 
disarmament sub-committeo 
have managed to advance 
to ua position where, they 
believe, it 1s possible to 
ngrea on the principle of 
limited disarmament. 

This is miserably little to 
show for so much timo and 
talking, Even .now the 
delegntes are not prepared 

“to declare the Hmitations of 
the disarmament on which 
they are willing to reach 
agreement, And Mr Stassen 
has taid down the Important 
condition thal whatever 
agreement ‘they do attain 
it must be subject to the 
approval of states of existing 
or potential military signi- 
fiance . such =as — Weat 
Germany, Japan or Poland. 
He might just as well have 
added China, for If the 
Soviet Union does agreo 
with this condition, she wilt 
certainly insist that China's 
-confirmation of any din- 
armament — proposila — be 
obtained. 

T ix something however to 

Imow that. the London 
seonferees dre drawing 
closer together in thelr 
ideas on what can practic- 
ably be secomplished in tho 
not distunt future in the 
field of disarmament.’ The 
impetus for achieving some 
measure of agreement is 
- probably provided by the 
danger of nuclear bombs 
and warhenda becoming 
available to ull nationa ‘of 
military potential, Such o 
development would render 
immeaaurably more dificult 
control of nuclear weapons. 

While it is true the disarma- 
ment committee in current 
session have - mide no 
spectacular progress towards 
fulfilling the task given to 
them, signs have muteri- 
alised that the Soviet Union 
os well as the Western 
delegates ure in the mood 
to offer concessions which 
could be dovetailed into 
some sort of agreement. 

Russia has Indicated she is 
now prepared to include the 
“open skies" proposition in 
a limited disarmament 
formula. The areas she 
has suggested to which 
inspection should — apply 
canndt be neeeptable to the 
United States. Nevertheless, 
the proposal has drawn from 
Mr Foster Dulles a ten- 
tative counter — suggestion 
which might offer a basig 
for further and more 
positive exchange of views 
on the subject. Mr Dulles 
has in mind mutual aerial 
inspection of a large part 
of the Arctic, including

Siberia, Alaska and parts of 
Canada, The suggestion is 
that this area would be the 
most suitable for carrying 
out an experimental inspec- 
tion scheme. 
HIS Is obviously an ex- 
ploratory proposal intend.

appraising their own in- 
-apection plan, The yngue- 
ness of Mr Dulles’ definition 
of. the Arctic— Alaska, 
Siberia and the like'— 
appears to: be designed to 
leave the door wide open for 
further deliberations between 
-Mr Zorin and his Western 
associates in the disarm- 
ament sub-committee. 

In limiting the proposed area 
of inspection, Mr Dulles is 
concenirating on territory 
which he knows offers 
potentinl Inunching _ sites 
‘for atomic wenpons, More- 
ever, it ig an area which 
offora the most ‘satisfactory 
quid pro quo from the: point 
of view of subjecting Com- 
munist and non-Commynist 
territory to ingpectlon, 

All in, all thero are hopeful 
signa that the disarmomont 
sub-committee, are now 
detormined to reach some 
menaure of accord based on 
limited © objectives, Tho 
noxt two weeks may pro- 
duce an agreoment that will 
at leagt advance: tho world 
some way towards disarm- 
ament,. .--

MAO 
Warning 

Of More

“TRON HAND’ 


Warsaw, May 14. 

Chinese leader Mao 
I'se-tung bitterly attack- 
‘ed the Soviet Union for 
its intervention in Hun- 
gary in a speech last: 
February and warned 
that ‘it faced further 
major revolts unless it 
relaxed its “iron hand” 
policy in Eastern 
Europe, informed 
sources said today. 

The speech by the veteran 
Chinese leader never was 
published. But diplomats 
who have seen it said today 
that it was of revolutionary 
importance in its condemna- 
tion of Russian tactics in 
suppressing the Hungarian 
rebellion.

The President snd he. could 
soe no immediate relaxation’ of 
international tensions to provide 
the basis now for substantial 
reductions in his Administra- 
tion's programme to’ preserve 
and wage peace. 


Deeper. Cuts 


The President made his plea 
to the nation only o few hours 
after the Senato Appropriations 
Subcommittee had approved even 
deeper cuts than the cute recom- 
mended earller by the House of 
Representatives, 


Most of the leaders of tho 
President’s own = Republican 
Party have jolned with opposi- 
Yon Democrats and business 
leaders jin demanding cuts of 
3,000 million dollars and more. 

The President insisted to- 
night: “The plain truth fg that 
the price of peace is high. 

“That cxplnins why taxes 
are high and why their further 
reduction has been delayed. 
It explains also why really big 
cuts in government spending 
depend on success in our efforts 
to wage peace,” . 


‘Only One Hope’ 


Then, referring to the defence 
and mutual security budgets of 
more than 45,000 million dollars 
(16,073 = million sterling) Mr 
Elsenhower edded: “There fs only 
one hope of making .the really 
great savings that we all want

assess fulure demands, contaln- 
ed the seed of future shortages. 


This ls what happened. The 
State trading organisation found 
{hat it was acetmulating more 
bulbs than St could sell,  be- 
couse the use of electricity in 
flatg and houses was severely 
restricted and’ the quality of the 
bulbs was poor, Obviously, if 
consumption of ¢clectricity Is re- 
stricted, people will not buy 
more bulbs than they cnn use, 
Even if they’ could afford it, 
they might not feel inelined to 
keep, a reserve of bulbs which 
they know do not last. 

Whon the planners became 
aware of the accumulation of 
large stocks, they ordered, with 
the support of the Ministry of 
Trade, that output should be cut 
by 50 percent. 

The Ministry of Precision 
Engineering, which is responsi- 


ble for production, opposed this’

Parties Opposed i 
On Reunification 
And Defence

Bonn, May 14. 


The two main political parties of West 
Germany, the Christian Democrats, now 


in government, and 


the opposition Social 


Democratic party, have taken up, five 
months before a general election, radically 
opposed positions on important issues of 
foreign and defence policy. 

Their differences on foreign policy concern, 
above all, the central issue of German polities: 
reunification and the methods by which it may b 


achieved. 


On defence, . there are two 
main differences: the Christian 
Democrats have Introduced con- 
scription, and wish to keep it, 
and = demand tactleal atomic 
weapons for the Bundeswehr, 
the new West German armed 
forees; ‘the Sovial Democrats 
have pledged themselves — to 
abolish conscription if they 
come to office, and are opposed 
to equipping the - Bundeswehr 
with atomic weapons, 

These points are expected to 
become the main issues of what 
promises to be i hard-fought 
election eampaign. 


Tax Reform 


On domestic issues, ihe Social 
Democrats will demand mea- 
sures to reform taxation and to 
being down prices. But their 
economic policies will be tem- 
pered by the knowledge that they 
are unlikely to have an absolute 
majority {In September's cleetion 
and that their possible coalition 
partners, the Free Democrats, 
ure opposed any “socialist 
experiments” the national 
economy. oe 

Thus, Herr Erich Ollenhauer, 
the Chairman of the Soclalist 
Democrat party, suid recently 
that his party did not intend to 
nationalise any industries if 
they came to power. He did, 
however, speak of the Soclal- 
ists’ wish for some sort, of 
public control of basi¢ industries, 
This has already caused some 
concern among the Free Demo- 
crats, who claim to be heirs to 4 
German liberal tradition.
